IRS WILL COMPUTE TAX 
FOR SOME TAXPAYERS 

Taxpayers filing Form. 1040, with 
adjusted gross income of $20,000 or 
less, who take the standard deduc- 
tion, can have the IRS. compute 
their tax, according to Whitney L. 
Wheelez, IRS District Diréctor for 

e. This applies to taxpayers 
whose income is solely from wag- 
es, salary and tips, dividends, in- 
terest;. pensions and Annuities, he 
Said. et 
"Those: persons. ‘choosing to file 
the short Form 140A can have the 
IRS compute the tax regardless of 
the amount of the adjusted gross 
income,” Mr. Wheeler. added. 

To take advantage of this service, 
taxpayers. need only complete cer 
tain portions of the tax return, at+ 
tach W-2 forms, sign the return, and 
mail it to the address indicated in 
the instruction booklet by April 15, 

Mr. Wheeler advised taxpayers 
with questions to call or visit the 
nearest IRS office. Toll-free tele 
phone numbers aré shown in the tax 
forms package this year. 

Details on what must be complet- 
éd on the return are in the in- 
struction booklet for each. type of 
tax: return.

REGULAR MEETING MONDAY 


The board of directors of S. A. 
D, 44 held a regular meeting in 
the Lecture Hall at Telstar Region- 
al High School. 

The board confirmed the action of 
Superintendent Basil Kinney of ih- 
forming the officials of member 
municipalities of vacancies occur- 
Ting this year on the board of di- 
rectors, and the resultant necessity 
of elections being held’ to fill the 

Mr. Kinney informed the board 
that he was in receipt of a letter 
from Elwyn Dickey, Bethel town 
manager, with regard to hazards 
caused by pupil-pedestrians and 
vehicular raffic using Philbrook 
Street simultaneously. There are no 
sidewalks on the street, which leads 
to the Ethel Bisbee School, and the 
greater portion of students who 
walk to. school, as well-as all schoo! 
buses going to the school, and. oth- 
er vehicles use the street. Bethel of- 
ficials. are apparently of the opin- 
ion, that since neither the direci{ ts 
rior the: selectmen~have+ a feas! le 
plant Tor correcting the hazard, “a. 
joint discussion meeting would serve 
no purpose at this. time. 

A letter was read from the Tel- 
star Educators Association pledging 
the Association's fullest cooperation 
in the implementation of “'L. D, 965" 
enacted by the regular session of 
the current legislature pertaining to 
Special education. Also the associa 
tion reported the result of a survey 
of its membership favoring the mak- 
ing tp of school days lost by wea- 
ther conditions on Saturdays (in ex- 
cess of allowed storm days). 

A communication from Dr. Car- 
roll McGarey, commissioner of edu- 
cational and cultural services, cov- 
éred matters relating to the ener- 
gy crisis, School units are to be al- 
lotted. sufficient gasoline for trans- 
portation of students. to and from 
school, including so-called “‘late- 
runs.” But, gasoline for athletic 
trips, band trips and other field 
tripa will have fo be purchased. “at 
the pump” on the same basis as the 
general public. Dr. MeGary pointed 
out that school units should take 
care that if any of these extra trips 
are to be curtailed, such curtailment 
shall not fall unfairly on any group 
of activity, 

Dr. MeGary aled: determined that 
the three school days lost during 
the Christmas vacation because of 
the energy situation would he waiv- 
ed, and need not be “made up”. He 
Also 1Sominended that approval of 
a school calendar for the 1974-75 
school year be delayed as long as 
possible becatise of the flufdity of 
the energy situation.

‘Hugie says that conditions state- 
wide have been conducive to good 
survival of adult deer and their 
unborn fawns, Snow depths in deer 
wintering areas have been near 
normal only in the extreme north. 
ern and southern sections of Maine. 
Elsewhere, snow depths have been 
well below normal. Nowhere have 
deer had any difficulty in moving 
around in their search for food. 

Temperatures have also ben 
favorable for deer, according to 
Hugie. And reports from Wardens 
indicate that the usual problems of 
dogs chasing and killing deer has 
so far been at a oiinimuni. 
tion programs, Any decision on 
these matters is to be delayed un- 
til personnel involved have an op- 
portunity to discuss the matters 
with directors.
